Aa long ago a8 1869, ima story entitled the 
“ Lifted Veil,” George Uilot tells of a wicked 
woman whose agency in a mysterious murder 
was exposed by tranefasing blood into the 
heart of the just-deceaged victim, who revives 
for a few minutes under the oxperimont and 
denounces the murderer. A simple way of 
effecting this purpose has been revealed by 
some recent experimonts of Prof. Thomas, of 
New York, whose observations on the intra- 
yenons injection of milk have attracted the 
gonoral attention of the medical profession, 
In ono of}Prof, Thomas ’ cases, the patient 
was moribund when the firat injection of 
warm milk into her veina was made, and the 
unanimous opinion of the assembled physi- 
ciang was that death was inevitable. Life 
was prolonged six days by means of five 
injections, varying in quantity from 8 to 16 
ounces, From thia and other cages, Dr. 
Thomas concludes that the injection of milk 
into the ciroulation in place of blood is a 
perfootly safe and feasible operation, easier to 
perform than transfusion of blood, and of 
equal efficiency in cages of exhaustion from 
profuse and repeated hemorrhages, These 
experiments are in curious agreement with 
those of Dr. Wullsberg, performed on rabbits 
and dogs in the laboratory of Prof. Marme, 
at Gottingen. After bleeding the animals 
until all movements of respiration and circu 
lation had ceased, Dr. Walfsberg injected 
milk into their velns. The operation was 
instantanoously followed by rythmical con- 
tractions of the heart, and finally by re- 
establishment of respiratory movements, and, 
what is more eingular still, upon their 
ceggation, after the stimulant had spent its 
force, life movements were excited again by 
repsating the injection. Some of the mori- 
bund dogs even barked under the influence 
of the milk. The microscopic relations of 
this subject would be of no interest to the 
general reader, but the fact that life movo- 
ments, whether by excitation of the nervous 
centres or by direct irritation of the heart, 
can be restored after they have ceascd, in a 
manner at once so simple and so readily 
applied, is of the ulmogt practical impor- 
tance,

Axford's Incnbator—The “Glass Men? 
In aemall, neat building, sitaated near 
the Great Weatern Railway Station, is one 
of the greatest wonders of the coming Ex- 
hibition, Here the Axford Broo’ arti 
ficial inonbator, or as it is called, tho 
‘glass hen,” can bo seen in fall operation, 
bringing forth by the hundreds chickens of 
almostevery specios and breed. ‘The in- 
oubators, of which thero are five in the 
room, and each warmed to the required 
temperaturo by a powerfal hoater having 
about 6,000 equare inches of radiating eur- 
face, Kerosene ollis the material used for 
generating heat, and the stoyo da so con 
structed that the oil is supplied from the 
reservoir in quantities just sufficient to 
keep up a regular flame, ‘he dampers aro 
regulated by cloctricity, so that tho heat, 
which registers 105° Fahronheit, soldom 
yaries, Adjoining the glass. covered incu- 
bator, which contains about 1,000 ogga, ia 
a box built after tho fashion of a show 
case, with glats roof and sanded floor. 
This is called the ‘artificial mother.” 
When the young chicks are able to eat, 
which is generally within twenty-four houra 
after birth, the orphans are removed from 
tho incubator aud placed in the “artifi- 
cial mother” until such time as they are 
able to pick up their living in the opsn 
air. The inventors who sre Hoglishmen 
by birth, but now reside at Chicago, Ill., 
state that they brought ont their invention in 
that city about four yoars ago. They have 
been very succoseful from the first, but they 
did not consider tho invention porfect until 
this epring. Mr. E. 0, Axford, before visiting 
Oanada for the firet time, wished to oxperi- 
ment for this exhibition. At Omaha, Neb., 
the incubator brought ferth from 180 eggs 
no lees than 179 chicks, something 
which had nover bofore been performed 
on thia or any other continent. That the 
artificial incubator is superlatively in ad- 
vance of the ‘clucking” hen, the inventors 
aro perfectly satisfied. In proof of this 
asgertion they point with some degree of 
pride to the eggs placed nineteen days ago 
in the ‘glass hep,” many of which are 
already chipped by tho beaks of the young 
birds. The usual time supposed to be 
token by the ‘‘clucking” hen to bring forth 
her chickens ia twenty-one days; many of 
the eggs in the artificial incubator, however, 
will be hatched within twenty daya. Tho 
eggs have been placed inant such times that 
the incubation of some of them will take 
place every five or ten minutos during the 
exhibition, so that visitors may at any time 
see the completion of the process. Seven 
hundred eggs have been set, eo that 
they will be hatohed on Thursday, the 18th 
prox, sa grand finale. Is is expected that 
fully 6,000 or 7,000 chicks of various breeds 
will be tho result of the labora of the ** glass 
hen” during the holding of the Exhibition, all 
of whioh will bo sold to pergons desiring sub 
stantial mementoes of the Exhibition, and 
especially of thia curiosity. Tho proprietors 
tell some amusing etorivs of visitors who 
imagine because the chicks were batched by 
artificial means that they would be minus 
some ono or other of their natural fanctions, 
such as the cock being unable to crow, or the 
hen to layeges.

The Source of Ment and Light. 


(From tho Report of Proceedings of the Ameri- 
can Beikuce Asseciation at Sarutoga,) 

Prof. Pierco’s paper on the meteoric con- 
stitution of tho sideral univeree and tho 
cooling of the sun attracted much attention 
from the cminence of the author in the scien. 
tiflo world and the interest of his theme, 1b 
was the firat of a series of two addresses. The 
gocond, on the cooling of the earth, wi be 
presented on Monday. ‘ho following aro the 
main points of this valuable and important 
treatiee: 

My object, suid tho yenerable and famous 
mathematician, is more to enquire into the 
prosent constitution of tho sideral universe 
than to consider the past formation of the 
fature, although, of course, the facts of the 
past and the probabilities of the future may 
hayo o legitimate influence in deciding on 
proecnt realitios, Sir William Thompson 
adopted this method of considoring tho eub- 
ject in his mugnificent memoir on tho energies 
of the solar system printed in the Wdinbargh 
rancaotions Lor 1864 It dosorvos all tho repa- 
tation which it bas received from the aclentilo 
world, Ho found in tho collision of tho 
moteoré the great eource of the sun's hoat, 
and in that doctrine I coincide with him, 
though I do not foel obliged to limit the 
source of the falling meteors to tho space 
interior to the earth's orbit, I consider the 
invisiblo meteors to be just as important o 
part of the eidereal universe as tho visible 
motoor, and I believe that they perform a 
most important funotion, Wore they to bo 
abstracted, tho great source of tho heat 
and light of tho stars would be token away; 
they would dwindle to invisible sphores ; 
would lose tholr lIatont heat; tho sun 
would go out, aud light would conse. Tho 
aggregate masa of these invisible motoors 
propably surpasses that of tho vieible oolostiai 
objects, ‘Tho size may bo only that of 9 frao 
tlon of a cublo foot, or may embrace millions 
of cubic miles, Indeed overy colestial body may 
rded ae # motoor, whothor star, planet, 
comot or nobula, regular or irrogalar, annular 
or spiral, o oluster haying the uniform oharao- 
tor of tho Plojados or of tho olustor in Horoulos, 
or haying tho complex structure of 
tho nebula in Orion, or tho atill mightler 
complexity of the Mogollonio clouds. Brollar 
light i# #o intongo that it eoeme impossible 
that the body from whioh it omanatos oan bo 
othorwiso than gaseous in its constitution. 
Tho inyisiblo moteors oro moat probably 
pmall, cold and solid, while the visible oolew 
tial bodies ore large, and dorivo their hoat 
and light montly from the collision from the 
inyluible motoors,

Banking Celery.—Tho old practice of 
banking up celery plants as they grow is 
being gradually abandoned. Many cultiva- 
tors aitribute the rust on celery to the parti- 
cles of earth which fallin among the stems 
during tho process of hilling when there is 
dew or rain on tho plants. Celery, therefore, 
in not a fow instances is allowed to grow and 
spread in all directions until such time as 
banking up is required for bleaching tho 
stalke and protecting them from injury by 
froats. The leaves at this timo aro carefully 
straightened up, held firmly together and 
earthed up sufficiently to bleach thom, Dar- 
ing moiat warm weather in September, celery 
will bleach within a fortnight if properly 
earthed ; later, when the days and nights 
aro cooler, three weeks or more are required.

févish boya do not steal it. It istho 
only crop that thas escapes all damage from 
depredators, always yields heavily and sells 
well. For pies, puddings, jelly and preserves 
it Is second to no other frait. For ull throat 
diseases, black currant jelly is a valuable 
remedy, while a little mixed with cold water 
makos s most delicious and refreshing drink. 


Starting from Slips.—A pleasant kind of

Small ones are far more 
dro of growing. I have etarted some 
eraniums and roses, with e! 
inch and 4 half in length. good way 

‘to put glass over them if you give them air 
‘once or twice a day, but glass is not neces- 
sary. One may succeed well without it, even 
with common soil, if they are kept in shade 
till they begin to grow, which generally indi- 
cates the formation of roots, bat not always. 
All transplanted plants or lips do best when 
the roots grow firet. I have sometimes 
started slips in the open ground by pu 
fing hazel brash with leaves on, sronnd 
them sufficient to let the air through, 
and keep the gun ont until thoy strack roots, 


Sowing Wheat and Oats Together.—Tho 
experiment has been mado of sowing 
and wheat together with a view to obtaina 
winter covering forthe wheat. The seed, in 
the proportion of one part of onts to two 
parts of whoat, was sown in the fall, and the 
oats sprang up quickly and were killed by 
the early frogt, the stalks and leaves lying on 
the ground all winter, keeping the snow 
from blowing away and preventing the sun 
from thawing the frozen ground, In the 
spring the dead oats made a good top dreas- 
ing for the growing wheat. The crop of 
wheat in tho following season was reported to 
be excellent, while wheat on the adjoining 
aes planted in the usual manner was of no 
value, 


Mildow on Grapos.—Fiour of sulphar 
has long been known as o valaablo ro- 
moedy for mildew on grapos. Where thoro ig 
® probability of its approach, spply sulphur 

» on the folinge of all tho plants beforoit ap- 
+ pears. A hand bellows can be made with a 
curved rose on the tip, Vill this partly fall 

of sulphur, hold it so as to plow the flour of 
sulphur onthe under side of the leaves.

All kinds of fruit, grain 
Aud vegetables give off a cortain amount of 
moisture after gathering, and if they aro per- 
Muitted to lie in heaps on tho floor in cellar 
Or anywhere out of a cirgulation of alr, will

Practice. is to dig potatoes when tho ground is 
dry, pick them up asdug, keep them covered 
by # blanket from tho san while in waggon, 
and place them on the lath in my corn bin, 
about eighteen inches thick, and leave thom 
there until foar of freezing, when they are 
ood in bing in tho collar. Tho air coming 

up from beneath keeps thom perfoctly dry. 
Ooo fall it was late when I dug thom, ond I 
thought it was so noar the time to put thom 
in the collor 1 would take thom thoro directly.

To oure soab in sheep, rub with plain 
potroloum with a spongo throo times a woek, 
Doga can bo cured of mango in the samo way. 

In cultivating awoet potatoes do not let 
the vines root ot the joints, as numerous 
amall potatoos will form thoro at tho expense 
of large onos. 

Destroy the large green tomato worms by 
hand-picking. Provide o choap frame of 
stakes and poles, or placo straw undor the 
vines, to keep the frait up from tho earth. 

Salt is an excellent manure for strawberry 
plants after tho crop of berries havo been 
picked, If applied before that timo it cansos 
such a growth of folioge og to proyent tho 
berries from ripening. 

It ia stated that Indian oorn charred into 
charcoal will make a valuable condiment for 
poultry. It will'put the hene in good health, 
and cause a general toning up of the system 
that will be seen in more and better eggs. 

A cental is equal to 1 bushel and 40 pounda 
of wheat ; 1 bushel 44 pounds of corn or rye; 
8 bushelg4 pounds of barloy; 2 bushels 82 
poundé of malt, At 75 centa a “ocontal” by 
tho haghel oats would be quoted at 24 conta; 
barley, 86 cents ; corn, 42 cents; wheat 45 
conte. 

Scraping hogs by machinory is ono of tho 
innovations adopted by the packing-houses of 
Chicago. As the animals pass over revolving 
flukes they are scraped clean at tho rato of 10 
hoga per minute, This process occasioné an 
immense saving of time and of manual 
labor, while the work is dono quite as thor- 
oughly. 

Cows that have access to water at all times 
will drink often, but little at the time, and 
return to their feeding, Oows deprived of a 
sufficient supply of water fail in milk and 
flesh, and whon thoy are allowed to fail it ia 
almost impossible to bring them back to their 
proper yield of milk and condition of flesh, 
at least without ex\ra expenée and trouble. 
Probably the very best way to protect 
wheat in the bins from the weevil is to 
thoroughly fumigate the bins with burning 
sulphur, This should be done before the 
grain is pus into tho bins and repoated in the 


course of Amonth or so after the grain is 
stored. Somo persons use limo and salt, but 
there is nothing better than sulphur. 

If moderation ia needed anywhere on the 
farm it is in the driving of cows. A boy or 
a dog that will hurry, and therefore worry, 
the cows as they are taken to and from tho 
pasture, should be—to put it mildly—attend- 
od to, Boys, do not run the cows home, 
even if itis getting late, especially if it is on 
tho way to the yard and their udder aro fall 
of milk, 


Tho “ Quee Shilling” Abolished, 


A coremonial lately abolished in conserya- 
tive England is that of presenting a recruit 
for the Army with a Queen's shilling to bind 
the bargain. This curiously-traditional prac- 
tice has been abrogated by the same Act of 
Parliament that retains flogging in the Bri- 
tish service, From time immemorial enlist- 
mont has been considered to be effected by 
the paseage of a pieco of money, usually a 
shilling, from tho hand of the recruiter to 
that of the recruit, who was very frequently, 
at the moment of his accepting the royal 
bounty, not precizely in a mental condition 
to know what ho was about. The old system 
of recruiting in the United Kingdom was 
based on deception, cruelty and consequent 
injastioe, The most plausible and showy- 
looking sergeants and corporals in a regiment 
woro solected by the adjutant, quite irrospec- 
tive of their character as soldiers, for tho 
recruiting service. They were sent away in 
their emarteet uniforms and with their head. 
dress bedizened with parti-colored ribbons 
and plenty of spending money in» their 
pockots, and their business was to prowl up 
and down the land and lie in wait for yokels 
and to dovourthem. The Queen's shilling was 
an immediate outcome of the wars of King 
William and Queen Anne, That army which 
fought #0 valiantly and swore so terribly in 
Flanders uoder the great Duke of Marl. 
borough consisted entirely of volunteers who 
had taken the Qaeen’s shilling. To King 
William 111. England also owes the cat-o’- 
nine-taile, which was a Batavian modification 
of the French Gen. Do Martinet’s cat-of- 
twelve-tails, which still survives in France 
under the name of the rigid disciplinarian 
who invented it, For more than 150 yeara 
delusive promises and bitter-beer havo played 
@ conspicuous part in furnishing food for 
powder” in the army. Hereafter the pugna- 
cious and loyal Briton will become a recruit 
with his eyes open. It is a pity that fogging 
was not oboliehed at the same time,

William Lambert, o stall kooper in tho 
Guildford market, was recently fined £6 for 
solling adultoratod butter, containing 99 per 
cent, of animal fat, and no portion whatever 
of pure butter. 

At the Liverpool Agsizos, Mra. Holt, wife 
of anjronmonger at Wigan, recovered £1,220 
damagos for injuries received in a collision on 
the London & Northwestern Railway between 
Wigan ond Lytham. 

Dr. Wm, Henry Young, F.R.C. ie dead, 
atthe advanced nage of ninoty-three, Ho 
entored the army in 1809. He was almont 
the last survivor of those who served on the 
modioal stail at Waterloo. 

At tho final sitting of tho Wesleyan Con- 
ference in Birmingham, it was announced 
that Her Majesty had given her consent for 
the new Birmingham Orphange to bo callod 
after the late Princess Alico.

Itis currently reported that the Order

At the Police Court, Burelem, last week, a 
collior named Aaron Rhodes was fined £3 
and £2 coste for cruelty to a horse.

On the Sth of July last a fire occured on 
Mill atrect, dostroying.the five buildings be- 
tween tho Stirling houso and H, G, Thurber’s 
store, The brick, next to tho hotel, was 
owned and occupied by Craige & Bros, Ad- 
joining was a vacant frame building, aleo 
owned by thom. Their loss on stock by 
dostruction and damage they estimate at 
$2,000, Tho brick building was worth 
$4,000 ; insured in the Royal for $900. Tho 
framo was insured in the Canada Fire & 
Marine for 81,000, 
ewned by the late David McKee, and occu- 
pied by D, White; the” latter gentleman 
saved none of his goods, but his loss was 
fully covered by insurance ; no insurance on 
the building. A brick, owned and occupied 
by John Wilson as a bakery, was fully in- 
sured ; contents saved, Tho frame, owned 
and occupied by A. Brydon, baker, was not 
inaured, but the contents were chiefly saved 
The origin of the fire is unknown, 
On the morning of Tuesday, the 22nd of 
July, the depot of the Grand Junction rail- 
way was burnt, the fire being first discovered 
about one o'clock, The building was not 
quite completed at the time of ite destruc: 
tion. Several theories were extant concern: 
ing the origin of this fire, the most likely of 
which was that it caught in some way from 
sparks from a locomotive which passed down 
the road late the evening provious. It has 
not yet been rebuilt. 
On Saturday, August 23rd, about 1:30 
p.m., fire was observed issuing from the 
upper story front window of a house belong: 
ing to Jerome Conley, on Front street, and 
very soon it had communicated to J. V- 
Hough's wagon-shop on the east side, and 
to a dwelling owned and occupied by R. 
Pennock on the west, both buildings being 
in close proximity to the one in which the 
fire originated. The latter was occupied by 
Mrs. Cotter and the family of Nelson Rich- 
ards; the former lost nearly if not quite all 
her effects, boing left in very destitute cir- 
cumstances ; Mr. Richards fared not quite 
so badly, but lost a good share of his goods.

ond was approaching the Afghanistan 
frontier. It is recalled hore that when tho 
English Government asked an explanation 
feom the Russian Administration of this 
movement some months ago, positive assur. 
ances were given that the expedition was 
simply one undertaken in the interests of 
geographical sclenco, Now, however, that 
expedition has egain moved forward, with, it 
is believed, strong reinforcements, The be- 
lief in the insincerity of Rus: 
and the suspicion that the deplorable o: 
break Cabul was inatigated by Russia 
grows stronger. Tho Times urges tho Gov- 
ernment to persist in having a resident force 
at Cabal.

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THE ZULU WAR ENDED. 


Cctewayo—Cetewnyo De- 
nerted by all Ells Wollowers, ix Sar 
rounded and Cnptured in the Bash 
—Str Garuct Wolscloy’s Policy Critl- 
clzed. 

Lonvon, Eng.—A despatch by way of 
St. Vincent fully confirms the capture of 
Cetowayo. Ho was takon by a pursuing party 
under tho command of Ool, Barrow. Tho 
nows causes much excitement in Cape Town. 
Somo days boforo the King's capture ho dia- 
banded hia followers and eecreted himself in 
thebush. Tho British, under Col. Barrow, 
puraued him from kraal to kraal, burning 
kraals aa Ootewayo and hia conetantly dimin. 
ishing followers fled before them. His 
capturo wae finally mado by surrounding him 
inthe bush with a detachmont of troops, and 
threatening to shoot him if ho refueed to sur- 
render at once, He wad alono and made no 
resistance. 

The few followors who accompanied the 
King in bia flight left some weeks ago. His 
Prime Minlater, two of hia sons ond three 
brothers surrendered soon after tho pursuit 
ond almost every day arms and cattle wore 
surrendered to tho English, Toward the 
end of his flight Cotewaye had no more than 
two or threo followers and thego finally de- 
aerted bim. Tho throat of Sir Garnet 
Wolseley that any obief harboring Ootewayo 
would be punished severely, and that his 
kraal would bo burnt, bad ita offeot in bring. 
ing about the capture of the King. The 
capture of the Zula King ends the war in 
South Africa, though it is feared new troubles 
will arise in the settlemont of tho affairs of 
the conquered torritory, 

Sir Garnet Wolseley’s policy of distributing 
Cetewayo's power among the chiefs in 4ala- 
land is goverely criticized in radical circles 
4s involving entirely a now organization of 
the country ond likely to lead to new and 
perilous complications. It ia aflirmed it would 
have been much wiser on the part of the 
Home Government to instruct Wolecley to 
have granted such concessions as would have 
made the present dynasty a friend of the 
Crown instead of destroying it. Eogland’s 
entire South African policy before and during 
the war is characterized as both treacherous 
and foolieh. 

What disposal will be made of Octewayo's 
pordon bas not yot transpired. 

General Wolsoley telograpba tbat all im- 
portant Zala chiefs have now submitted. 

Farther particulars of the captaro of 
Cotewayo have beon received, from which it 
appears that it waa eomewhat by accident 
that the capture was effected, A patrol of 
King's Dragoon Guards scouting in the 
Nyomo forest, foll upon bis trail, followed it 
up and roan him to earth, Finding himself 
surrounded, and resistance being altogether 
impracticable, tho African monarch advanced 
to the captain of the patrol and tendered him 
hia surrender, He was in a greatly exhausted 
condition, and bore on his peraon evidoncer 
of much privation, suffering and mental 
diequietude, but he maintained remarkable 
self compogure, and In offering his surrendor 
gald that ho had no donbt his captora would 
extend to him tho righto of @ royal prisonor 
of war, 

Care Town, via St. Vincont,—— 
When Octowayo was oaptared he was utterly 
‘prostrated, and his followera wore too weok 
to roviat. Tho King and his followers wero 
taken to Ulandi. Daring tho march eloven 
of his followers tried to eroape. Six were 
suoosssfal, and the other five wero shot. 
Tho King will be taken to Maritzburg, and 
from there to Groytown.

THE BOSTON FIRE. 
FURTHER PARTIOULARS. 


Terrible Death of the Doomed Persons. 


Boston, Massachusetts.—The occupants 
of the house were: On tho first floor 
an aged couple and Mr. Gillespio 
and wife; on the second floor, a German 
family—tathor, mother and threo children— 
named Pfeiffer; on the third floor, Ferdinand 
Meroth, wifo and two cbildren and Gworge 
Holdred, wife and two children, all of whom 
were ssloep when the incendiary kindled 
the fire. When the firo wae discovered 
by tho pollceman the flames wero broak- 
ing oust of the front door, having 
borned throngh tho stairs and reniered 
them impassable. Tho akened inmates, 
before the firemen could arrive with the 
ladder, had either loaped from the windows, 
gone to the roof, or dropped suffocated. The 
dond number five, which may now be increased 
to seven or eight, An old couple on the first 
floor escaped, All the Gillespie family escaped 
excepting the wifo, who might have escaped by 
walking eix foot, but became bewildered 
and swooncd, Bho was tho first person 
found when the firemen entered. Hor 
recovery is hardly possible. The Pfoiffers 
oooupied the second floor, Rose, a 
nieco, waa fonnd at alate hour lying in the 
entry. Mra, Pleiffer and two obildren jamp- 
od from the window and wero slightly burt, 
but Pfoiffer abarod the fate of his niece. The 
inhabitants of the upper floor had the least 
chance, Merotb, as soon a4 he saw the peril, 
lifted bie son Charles, aged fourtoon, out of 
the window and allowed him to drop forty 
feot, thon instracted hia wife and daughter 
Rosie to jump. Last of all he jamped, meet. 
fog instant death. Mr#. Moroth’s legs aro 
{racturod, and her face is burned beyond 
recognition. Ttosie eustained no serious 
injury, bot Charles fs badly hurt. Holdreid 
and wife flod to the roof, Aftcr depositing 
her thoro ho returned down stairs, where ho 
was caught by the flames and burned, pro 
bably fatally, Mro. Holdreld’s body was 
charred beyond recognition, when found on 
tho roof, Oharles Holdroid, tho eon, is

shore in governmont, (Hear, hoar) Lam 
confident that this will not be the caso hore, 
and long may it be bofore a Canadian profora 
his caso, if ho may command if, to that 
noblest labor to which ho oan bo called by 
the voloo of his fellow. citizons, the voloo of 
his country, fa hor Parliament, (Oheors.) 
In atriving to bo o momber of the Dominion 
Parliamont, or to havo a potont yoloo in tho 
election of stich 49 one, cach man, whatever 
may bo bis olroumstances, must fool that it 
{a o high and propor ambition to do what in 
him lies to direct the policy of thia Koyal 
commonwealth, which aées its will exprosnod 
by the Cabinot-—whioh is but a Committee 
of tho Parliament elected by the peoplo 
carried out loyally and fally by tho lixeou- 
tive head of the Govornmen}, (Oboors.) 
To bo sure, you may say to mo, you aro

At is this—and I om eure you will realize the 
molancholy significance of the fact to which I 
am 80 reluctantly compolled to allude: it ia 
that Oanndisu politiciana do not bring thoir 
wives with thum to Ottawa. (Uproarions 
laughter.) 
1 HOPE THE RECENTLY DEVELOPED DCcrAINES 
OF OONSTITUTIONAL DUTY, 
may still allow @ Governor-Gonoral to tako 
tho initiative in making a suggestion, and my 
saggéstion would bo that the ladies should 
favor us with their presence at Ottawa, for I 
om cértain that an alteration in thia practice 
would soon put a atop to the reports to which 
I have drawn your attention, which some 
people may think mpy dotract from tho posi- 
tion of our celebrated, and ales! at. Ottawa, 
too often celibate politicians. (Roare oflaugh- 
ter.) And now, gentlemen, I have only to 
thank you repeatedly and most earnoetly for 
your wolcome, and the citizens of Toronto 
I would thank through you at large for 
the extrome kindness with which they 
have been pleased to receive us, But I 
believe, gentlemen, it is not mere kindness 
that is shown by such demonstrations as 
thoso we havo recently seen.

more glorious Fature,

ZULULAND BE MADE A 
BR it COLONY? 


Octewayo having been captured, aftor a 
dooperato campaign of nearly two yoara 
daration, the fatare of the British poesoasions 
in Bonta Afrioa becomes a very animated 
toplo. In fact, noxt to the Afghan war, this 
subject ia likely to bo the most important 
which the Home Government will havo to 
conelder during tho few months which will 
elopie beforo the re-nesombling of Parlia- 
ment. : 

It may bo safely taken for granted that such 
f dangerous, treacherous potentate aa Cote. 
woyo will never agsin bo allowed to hold sway 
over the Zala psople; and tho problem 
which Sir;Garnet Woleoley will have to solve 
—if he bas not alroady solved it—will be 
what kind of  governmont, under 
British supervision, will it be 
possible to successfally maintain 
jo Zalutand, in order to eneure peace and 
harmony amongst tho native tribes and 
eufoty to the subjects of Hor Majasty sottled 
in adjoining colonies. Tho despotio mannor 
ni which Cotewayo and bis predecessors ruled 
was of such character as to make his own 
people wish for a change. A king who robs 
his subjocts at pleasure, who prohibits the 
young men from marrying, and who pute 
young and old to death at will ia not a ruler 
to bo loved. It is safe to any Cotewayo's 
strength lay in the awo he was able to inepire 
in his followers, their submission boing all 
the more easily accomplished through thoir 
ouperetitions fears of the rosults of rebellion, 
Sir Garnet has already \neeured the ohisfe 
who medo thelr submiesion to him as 
Lord High Commissioner that though the 
British have the right to annex Zaluland, 
thoy will not do it, neithor will they take 
owsy any of tho property of the 
natives. Whilet giving ‘these assurances, 
however, Sir Garnet made the important 
statement that, in order to prevent 6 reaump- 
tion of the military eyetem organized by 
Cotewayo, Zululand would be divided into 
five or six districts, each of which would 
have an independont Prince, who would be 
allowed to rulo tho people aooording to 
castoms, but freedom to marry, to hold land, 
and to come and go when they pleased, would 
be uphold. At tho same time, the Govern- 
mont would not encourage white settlement 
in Zaolulund, and would not recognize the 
transfer of any property to a white map. 
Those proposals seem to havo boon woll 
received by the Ohiofs, and Sir Garnot will 
more than likely follow them out, 

To tho Zalas, tho idea of having half a 
dozen kings, instead of one, may seem a very 
plausible sohome; but to tho student of 
British history the re-arrangoment smacks 
vory btrongly of annexation, and wo doubt 
not that soonor or later Zalaland, like Natal, 
will be a Britieh territory, Alroady, the 
English journals in South Africa are clamor. 
jog for annexation, and there seoms no good 
reason why tho Zalus, who have proven 
incapable of self-government, should not be 
takon under tho wing of tho Groat Mother 
and vouchsafed tho blossings of civilized 
governmont. ‘That promises to bo tho ulti- 
mato outcome of the Jato disastrous, if guc- 
cosofal, war, 

In the méantimo, tho agitation in tho 
Transvaal, the Intost ttepublio annexed to 
Groat Britain, continues. Tho sottlora of tho 
Transvaol, fearful of tho Zalas, afowed 
thomuclvoa to bs annexed some time sinoo, 
on promise of protection from the Zalu 
hordos, Tho sottlora wero mostly Datoh 
Boers, who withdrow from Capo Colony, en 
its being ceded to the British in tho onrly part 
of tho prosent contury, and though they havo 
nover entortainod o very warm lovo for 
British inetitutions, it was thought they wore 
woll ploased with their lately formed copnes- 
tion, It sooms, howovor, thore aro still a 
fow grambloré, who would again like the 
Ropublic ro-ostablishod. Tho British authori- 
tlos decline to grant the requost, and will be 
firm in maintaining thelr rale, whlch com. 
potont authoritios pronounce far better for 
tho sottlors In the ‘Vransvaal than tho mia. 
goveroment of the money-grabbing oflioials 
of the Republic who preceded tho Hoglish

Tomatoes on Trellisos.—As an experiment

vines attain a largo sizo, aro juloy and do not 
taste of the ground. While the fruit of the 
vines that were left toran on the ground, 
wero rotting, those trained to a trellis wero 
sound and growing rapidly, Ittekes but 
little work to make one, Any farmer can 
make all ho wants in the barn gomo day 
when itrains, The frnit will ripen more 
evenly and ten days earlier—which is quite 
an advantage. Moreover the arrangement 
gives the garden o moro tasty appearance 
and itis much easier to keep the trellisod 
ground free from weeds, 

A Now Disonge.—It is announced that a 
now disease of a mysterious character, and in 
most cases attended with fatal results, has 
Gppoared among horses in the County of 
Kent, adjoining the Township of Aldborouyh, 
and several animals have already succumbed 
toit. Tho firet symptoms of the disease ap- 
pear to be that the animal is affected with a 
cold and this is followed bya awelling in tho 
throat, which quickly produpes weakn' 
throughont the whol: tem, The ani 
being unable to eat, it hort time becomes 
unable to stand, end the throat becomes en- 
larged to such an extent ag to cauee death by 
strongolation, The veterinaries have, to far, 
been unable to cope with the remarkable 
plague.
